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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to disclose the following patentable limitations of the applicant's claimed and 
disclosed invention: 

A stationary electrode being arranged at the distal end of the tube and is 
stationary relative to this end, the stationary electrode is electrically conductively 
connected to a contact element, which is arranged in the tube, and is in electrical 
contact with the electrosurgical electrode. 

Ouch! (US 6,190,384 B1) discloses a fixed electrode and a moving electrode. 
However the fixed electrode is not in conductively connected to a contact element and 
is not disposed inside of a tube. Farin et al. (US 6,391 ,027 B1 ) discloses a displaceable 
surgical electrode, but fails to disclose a stationary electrode conductively connected to 
a contact in the tube. 

The combinations of the claimed limitations are novel and found to be allowable 
over prior art. The cited reference taken singly or in combination does not anticipate or 
make obvious the applicant's claimed invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-22 are allowed.
